GIRLS LEAVE COURT 
READ REPORT 
ABOUT ATTACK 


THE ARRANGEMENT SLIPS UP 


CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—State's Attor- 


ney Crowe today charged that the 
"fantasies" introduced by the Leo- 
pold-Loeb defense were invented. 


"These smart alecks were told to 


Invent fantasies," Crowe cried. 


Crowe made a general attack on 


the medical defense, stating that his 
own alienists after a sufficient ex- 
amination had reached the conclu- 
sion that there was no indication of 
diseased minds in the prisoners. 


The aim of the defense was "to 


make the boys just crazy enough not 
to be hanged but not too crazy to 
have a question placed before a jury 
of twelve men," Crowe declared. 


"The famous Hulbert-Bowman re- 


port admitted by the defenes along 
with this medical testimony is filled 
•with lies about these two mad dogs," 
Crowe cried. 


Crowe further charged that the 


defense did not produce more lay 
witnesses to testify to the diseased 
mentality of the boys because the 
state could have destroyed them. 


Most of the alienists summoned by 


the defense refused to go on the 
stand "because they refused to per- 
jure themselves," Crowe charged. 


"Are they honest in this «ase or 


are they trying to put something 
over on this court?" Crowe cried. 


Justice Caverly halted Crowe at 


this time to announce that the com- 
plete record on the condition of 
young Franks' body be read in to the 
record so that the public might see 
and that once and for all time clear 
up "whether there had been a patho- 
logical attack upon young Franks. 
Justice Caverly also served notice on 
the women in the court room that: 


"If there are any ladies In the 


court room who do not wish to hear 


these details which may cause them 
some embarrassment they should 
leave the courtroom." 


Justice Caverly then ordered a re- 


cess to give "the ladles" time to 
clear out. 


A large number left the court room 


but a majority of the women held 
their seats. 
, 


Due to the reluctance of the wo- 


men to depart, Justice Caverly or- 
dered all the young women out 
under threat of having them re- 
moved by the bailiff and also advised 
the older women to get out 


When the women were cleared 


out of the room, the report of the 
coroner's examination was brought 
forward, the attorneys for both sides 
grouped themselves about the court 
bench and the examination was read. 


That part of the record dealing 


with the alleged assault was read 
and Darrow contended that It did nof 
constitute evidence along that line. 


"But I contend that some of the 


evidence had been washed away by 
the water in which the body was ly- 
ing three days," Crowe said. 


"The evidence shows that these 


boys are perverts," Crowe said.

Crowe pointed out that the first 


thing the youths did was to remove 
the clothing from the lower part of 
the victim's body. After a brief but 
heated argument in which the de- 
fense contended that there was no 
evidence of assault and Crowe In- 
sisted that there was ample evidence 
so far as he was concerned. 


"Very well, we will let the evi- 


dence stand just as it IB," Justice 
Caverly said.

Playing "Wild West" With a Gun 


as Tourist Sped "by and 


Got Into Trouble. 


WYMORE, Neb., Aug. 26.—An un- 


successful attempt at holdup was 
made on an auto party consisting of 
Jesse Whitzel and wife and Tom Ma- 
lowney, wife and baby, of Wymore, 
as they were driving from Norton. 
Kas., to Wymore, on the Golden Rod 
highway near Guide Rock, west of 
here. The party arrived here today. 
While Mrs. Whitzel was driving, 
running about thirty-five miles an 
hour, and going down a slight grade

The mention of 


Woodrow Wilson's name brought 
lusty cheers from the crowd. 


Davis began speaking at 2:15 with 


a roar of Ohio's democracy in his 
ears.

Davis opened his address with a 


glowing tribute to James M. Cox. 
He said that he was proud to take 
the banner of democracy from the 
hands of the leader In 1920. adding 
that Cox had not yet finished hi* 
fight for democracy. 


Davis sooa launched into his 


theme "honesty 
in 
government" 


which he declared was the suprt-me 
Issue before the country, "whether 
those in power choose to make It so. 
or not." 


Defines A Democrat. 


In giving: his definition of a dem- 
oocrat, Davis said: 


"A democrat is one who wants the 


-record ^f his party remembered; a 
-republican is one who wants the 
record of Ms party forgotten." 


With that introduction, Davis be- 


gan an analysis of President Cool- 
idge speech of acceptance. Davis re- 
ferred humorously to 
Coolidge's 


statement regarding the accimplish- 
ments of the administration in in- 
ternational elations. 
He said that 


"even the Washington arms confer- 
ence was of doubtful value. "Dis- 
armament said Davis, "can not be 
finally settled until all the nations of 
the world participate in a confer- 
ence." 


He 
then 
ridiculed 
republican 


claims 
giving all ,Jthe credit to 


Charles O. Dawes for'the reparations 
settlement. He pointed 
out that 


Coolidge and Dawes bothstated that 
Dawes had received no official in- 
structions fronS officials. 


"When we run down the list of 


secretaries of the treasury to look 
for one who may rightfully stand 
with Alexander Hamilton, he will 
find the name of William Gobbs Mc- 
Adoo," said Davis. 


Davis question Coolidge's state- 


ment that 40 per cent of the foreign 
debt had been liquidated, asserting 
that notes from foreign nations did 
not "liquidate the debt." 


The democratic 
candidate 
ex- 


pressed surprise that Coolidge would 
mention the treatment of the war 
veterans in his speech of acceptance, 
"In the face of Forbes and his asso- 
ciates, and the public plundering of 
the veterans' funds." This he char- 
acterized as a 
"most dastardly 
crime." 


Turning aside from his attack on 


the republican administration. Davis 
said "No one can truthfully question 
he honesty or integrity of the pres- 
ent occupant of the white house. 


But he added "Coolidge has at- 


:empted to take undue credit for the 
investigation of the corruption in the 
;overnment" He said that the prea- 
dent's action was 'late, reluctant 
and unimportant." 


Davis reaffirmed his advocacy of 


American participation in the world 
court. In spite of the promises of a 
epubllcan administration Davis said 
that the world court "had lain lik» 
a step child on the step of the sen- 
ate with only an occasional tear from 
a republican president."

Plane in Which locatelli Hoped to 


Circle Glohe Wrecked by Order 


of Commander So as Not to 


Trouble Americans. 


ON BOARD U. S. S. RICHMOND, 


En route to Labrador, Aug. 26.— 
Under pale stars jfnd a crescent 
moon that bathed the cold Arctic 
night, Lieutenants 
Locatelli and 


Marencalchi stood arm in arm on the 
after deck of the cruiser Richmond 
and watched the red glow of their 
burning plane. 


They had set out in this together, 


bent upon the adventure of reaching 
New York by air from Italy. Their 
iiomes terminated when Locatelli 
was forced down by engine trouble 
and was finally rescued after a long 
search thru the mists and rain off 


•reenland. 
"She is my plane—I wish to see 


ler end," Locatelli said with true 
Latin sentiment. 
One of his sad 


eyed mechanics nearby murmured 
'goodbye." 
, 


The Richmond cruised steadily 


away. Finally a slight explosion oc- 
:urred in the abandoned plane—the 
gasoline taut. The wreck smoul- 
dered for a moment, then blazed up, 
)urning like a beacon in the dis- 
ance as the cruiser steamed away 
o the south. 
j 


Marencalchi, 
almost 
overcome 


with joy at the rescue of his fellow 
pilot, exclaimed dramatically: 


"Only America could have done 


this thing." 


It was only after leaving the deck 


and returning to the guard room for 
coffee and rest that Locatelli told of 
his experience tossing a'bout day and 
night in the Arctic wastes, the men 
too sick to eat and the. situation too 
dangerous to permit of sleep. 


The machine was speeding along 


some fifty miles in advance of the 
American fliers when, after plunging 
into the fog, the engine aft began 
falling to develop power. The for- 
ward engine was functioning perfect- 
ly but with the after engine not pro- 
ducing any power it was necessary 
to descend. Mechanics Immediately 
began work on the motor but even 
after It was repaired efforts to rise 
from the water proved futile. 


Then came the long experience of 
battling aaginst the battering seas. 
The men did not suffer from cold be- 
cause they had plenty of suits de- j 
signed for Arctic travel. They also 
had plenty of food, six days rations 
remaining when they were rescued. 


But It was not long before sea- 


sickness overtook the two mechanics 
and therefore both were ill at 'the 
same time so thatthey could not 
work on the motors. 


Beating of the waves, coupled with 


the necessity of maintaining a con- 
stant watch, made sleep virtually im- 
possible. . 


Saturday, Locatelli took sights and 


after obtaining Ms position decided 
searchers must be in the vicinity if 
they could only find him in the 
choppy seas. With "thirty rockets on 
hand he began sending up signals. 
Ten of these had been used in vain 
when the first ship light the aviators 
had seen—the searchlight 
of the 


Richmond—flared thru the 
night. 


Locatelli immediately shot up a 
rocket, received an answering rocket 
from the Richmond, replied with an- 
other rocket and 
finally was re- 


warded by seeing the 
Richmond 


steaming toward the plane. 


All the men wore life belts when 


they climbed up the monkey ladder 
of the Richmond and staggered out 
on the decks. All were exhausted 
and after coffee and rubs to ease 
their cramped, aching bodies, were 
put to bed in the iznznculate ship 
hospital bunks which had housed the 
Tankee fliers when they bad stopped j 
at Houghton Bay.

Gale Sweeps Path 300 Miles Wide 


Up Atlantic From Carolinas But 


No Distress Signals 


From Ships. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—The 


tropical hurricane that lashed the 
North Carolina coast has careened 
northeastward, the weather bureau 
reported today, warning the coast 
line up to Boston of the approach 
of the storm. 
The gale swept a 


path 300 miles wide up the coast 
from the Carolinas during the night, 
but no distress signals from ships 
at sea were received by the naval 
communications service here. 


A warning was issued of the ap- 


proach of the hurricane yesterday 
afternoon and many coastal vessels 
sought shelter before it broke. 


Coast guard headquarters main- 


tained an all night watch so that its 
resources might be rushed immed- 
iately any stricken areas along the 
coast, but no reports \were received. 


The fury of the gales broke off 


communications of some of the coast 
guard stations around Cape Hatter- 
as, where the hurricane 
centered. 


Orders were sent out early this 
morning on all coast guard stations 
on the New Jersey coast to prepare 
for Instant action. 


Four steamers were reported in 


the center of the gale. They include 
the Creole, the "Hugh Lua, the El 
Occidente and the William Rocke- 
feller, a Standard Oil tanker. 


The weather bureau reported that 


the barometer at a coast guard 
station twenty-five miles north of 
Cape Hatteras dropped to 29.22 
inches, the lowest it has been re- 
ported in years. 


The harbors along the coast down 


to Wilmington, N. C., were reported 
filled 
with 
ships which sought 


shelter. 


Telephone and telegraph wires 


were cut down in some counties of 
Virginia and North Carolina, leading 
officials here to believe this inter- 
ruption of communications might be 
responsible for their lack of details 
from the stricken areas. 
Weather 


bureau lines were down below Cape 
Henry Virginia. 


A report was received that Ocra- 


coke Island just off the coast of 
Beaufort, Va., was being flooded by 
mountainous waves lashed up by the 
gales. 
Telegraph 
and telephone 


communications went out soon after 
the report was received. The island 
has several hundred inhabitants. 


The wind reached a velocity of 


forty-eight miles an hour at Cape 
Henry, Va. At some points a veloc- 
ity of sixty miles an hour was re- 
ported. 


At Ocean Beach resorts all along 


the Maryland and Virginia coasts 
high tides,-rough seas andx^heavy 
winds were reported, with little 
damage.

It is said to be 
lighter than usual this year, there 
being a less number of cattle in the 
northwest, than in recent years. In 
the sand Jiill country the number Is 
about as heavy as usual, but beyond 
the sand bills the decrease in cattle 
ready for shipping is said to be 
marked. 


In most parts of the northwest 


where many cattle are ranged the 
grass is said to be in good condi- 
tion, the cattle are doing well, and 
this has caused a delay in the ship- 
ment.

Crowe Asserts Capital Punishment 


Checks Murder, Contrary to the 


Statement of Darrow of 


the Defense. 


CRIMINAL COURT ROOM, CHI- 


CAGO, Aug. 26.—An open charge of 
criminal assault on Robert Franks, 
who was kidnaped and murdered by 
Nathan Leopold and Richard Loeb 
was made In open court today by 
State's Attorney Crowe in a terrific 
denunciation of the youthful slayers. 


Branding them as perverts and en- 


titled to as much mercy as rattle 
snakes and 
mad dogs, 
Crowe 


painted a grim picture of their own 
'unnatural relations" and with the 
swiftness of a thunderstroke, he 
*rought up the heretofore whispered 
story of what had happened to 
Bobby Franks. 


What did these boys first plan?" 


Crowe shouted. "A plan to kidnap 
a little girl, beat her and assault her, 
then murder her and on top of all 
that try to collect ransom. 


'But they changed hteir plans and 


they decided their victim should be 
a little boy, so that Leopold and 
Loeb could satisfy their unnatural 
lust. 
"What does the testtmnoy in this 


case how? It shows—and I want 
your honor to recall that part of the 
testimony which was kept out of 
open court—that the body-of poor 
little Franks showed evldendfe tnafe 
he had been~th.e victim of foul mis- 
treatment. It showed that his little 
body had been abused. 


"How do you undress a litfle 


child? You take off his little tie and 
his little coat You take off the little 
shirt. You start at the top. 


•Where did these boys start? They 


started where they should not have 
started." and Crowe thumped his fist 
again and again on the bench as he 
stressed his argument that perver- 
sion Is one of the important factors 
of the crime. 


Violations against nature are pun- 


ishable by imprisonment, and yet, he 
added, the defense contends this is a 
mitigating circumstance 


"Leopold wanted to kidnap a little 


girl and assault her and then kill 
her," Crowe fairly shrieked, shaking 
a linger at Leopold. 


This argument of Crowe's was 


based almost entirely upon testi- 
mony which had been whispered In 
the ear of Chief Justice Caverly as 
the state's 
attorney considered it 


"too revolting" for public ears. 


Benjamin Bachrach, one of the de- 


tense attorneys, arose and entered 
objection to Crowe's argument on the 
ground that it conflicted 
with the 


coroner's report but Crowe over- 
Bhouted the defense lawyer, pointing 
out that Robert Franks body lay in 
running water over night, thus de- 
stroying all evidence of perversion. 


Richard and Nathan sneered open- 


ly at Crowe. Time after time as 
Crowe approached within two feet ot 
them and shook bis fists in their 
faces, the youths looked up into his 
eyes and grinned at him. Leopold 
particularly took great delight in 
sneering. 
Nathan Leopold, sr. who during 


the eloquent argument of Darrow, 
seeni-?d to have come out of his 
stupor of grief, seemed to be in a 
Etate of near collapse, wincing as 
Crowe thundered at his son,

the waves but the four airmen re- 
fused • to' give up hope of ultimata 
rescue. Every few minutes one of 
the airmen would crawl thru the 
manhole onto 
t^ie swaying water- 


soaked wings, scanning the empty 
seas. Once, unknown to them. th» 
Richmond passed just |>ut of their 
vision, obscured by fog and rain. 


From time to time the aviators 


sent up green rockets and one of 
these late Sunday night attracted 
attention of the craw aboard the 
Richmond. A red rocket was seat 
up from the ship and an answering 
flare came back from the plane. 


Lieutenant Marescalchi, pilot, who 


accompanied Locatelli part of the 
distance, was on deck of the Rich- 
mond when the flares from the 
stranded monoplane were se^n.

Construction Here. 


Lincoln realtors advise those \vlio 


are 
planning homes to s'ait con- 


struction tihs fall rather than to put 
the matter off until 
next 
spring. 


They gl\e this advice because they 
believe prices will b" on a higher 
level next spring, due to increased 
demand that they predict will be the 
result of this season's good crops. 


"Our 
prices have been very normal 


durinR the past two years," said L. J. 
Fairell of \VilHams-Cowan-Robertson 
compan>, "but I look for building 
costs to increase steadily due to in- 
creased demand. 
I do not expect 


prices to reach boom levels again, 
however. It will be better to build 
now 'nan in the spring altho I do nol 
look for the boom to be repeated. 
There has been an increase In lum- 
ber prices within the last thirty lays 
and the trend will be higher when 
improvements begin to be made on 
the farms." 


Mr. Farrell figures that building 


operations are bound to be started 
on the farms this year because farm- 
ers cannot get along much longer 
without new additions and they now 
have- money to finance new improve- 
ments. "During the past four years 
when the farmer has been pulling in 
the ropes to pay off indebtedness, he 
hasn't purchased any equipment," 
he said. "He has been sitting tight 
while liquidation has been going on 
slowly. 
Now that he has his debts 


paid up and is getting a nice price 
for his products, he is going to im- 
prove his farm. That means he will 
begin to buy materials from firms in 
the city. As a result of this increase 
in demand there will be a tendency 
for prices to climb from now on. 
Prices are more favorable for build- 
ing right now than they will be in 
the spring " 
The future outlook is very bright 


for rapid development in Lincoln, 
Mr. Farrell thinks. The city will 
grow, he thinks, if everybody will 
boost for it. Evem realtors should 
forget rivalries and boost for the 
city even if the other fellow does get 
the sale. "When I was in Los 
Angeles last year," be said, "I went 
to see a new addition that a real 
estate man had planned and was sell- 
Ing. (After I looked at his lots and 
investigated prices, I asked about a 
former Lincoln man who, I knew, 
had planned an addition there. The 
Los 
Angeles 
man 
immediately 


directed me to the Lincoln man's lots 
and told me I'd find that the prices 
were right. 
I thought how much 


more he was doing for his city by 
that method than he -would have 
done by knocking. That is the spirit 
in Los Angeles. All of the people 
boost for their city. Lincojn people 
have more reason to boost Lincoln 
than California people have to boost 
their cities because 
natural re- 


sources are greater here." 


Compared with the east, Lincoln 


has an advantage, also, Mr. Farrell 
contends. "They have natural re- 
sources in i the east," he said, "but 
•when I made a trip there recently I 
found property values double what 
they are in Lincoln. 
Practically 


every house in Lincoln is a bargain 
compared with other places in the 
United 
States. All rentals 
and 


building prices are more stable 
within the area of a fifty-mile radius 
of Lincoln than they are anywhere 
else."

swamped the commissioner's offices 
with requests for advice on how to 
deal with the insects and their bites 
More than 400 calls were received 
yesterday alone. 


Dr. Bundeson has 
given them 


nothing more than the cheerful in- 
formation that there is little dange^ 


that disease will be hjuead In mo* 
quito bites, HM the swarm which has 
made its appearance apparently is 
of a non-dangeroua variety. 


In the meantime, he advised isa»- 


clble sufferers that the best they can 
do is 
to 
remain 
Indoors 
behind 


screens and depend on right hand 
swings 
to eliminate such 
blood 


suckers as are particularly vicioun 


Drastic measures aie being taken 


to prevent further increase in the 
swarm. Oil was being poured freely 
on the stagnant waters today to kill 
off the "wiggle tails" from which 
mosqultos develop. 


As the average life of a mosquito 


is 120 days, however, little hope for 
immediate 
relief was 
held 
forth. 


Onlj an early frost, which the in- 
sects cannot survive, will completely 
iliminate the nuisance.

YOUR HEALTH 


Don't Neglect a Wound, 
No Matter How Trivial

MONG the living inhabitants of the globe are 
tiny organisms which everybody knows as 
germs. Some of them are essential to our 


well-being, but others are dangerous and even deadly. 
Ttiese are watchful, crafty, sneaking, treacherous 
things. Like assassins in the night they pounce 
upon their victim and work their way .with him. 


One of the most vicious of these germs Is known 


to the scientific world as the streptococcus. This 
is the agent responsible for many deaths. 


I wish we could ,get everybody to understand 
DB. COPELAND 


that any wound where the skin is broken, is an open door through 
•which those deadly germs may enter. Once inside the body nobody 
knows what havoc will be wrought. 
Let me give you a word of warning 
against neglect of any injury- or 
bruise, even th« slightest. 


It is characteristic of boys and 


girls and even of some men and 
women to desire to appear brave 
and foolhardy. When we are young 
we scoff at a small cut or abrasion, 
a blister, burn or the tear from a 
rusty nail. Fear of being considered 
a "poor pport" or the desire to 
swagger a bit in bravado, makes 
people look lightly on such seem- 
ingly simple wounds. 


"O1 


No one should neglect any injury 


or bruise whether the prick of a 
pin or a more serious accident. 
Blisters, burns, tears and abrasions, 
lacerations, punctured wounds made 
by sticks or toys, scratches from 
nails, splinters and torn metal, and 
splinters under the skin, are all 
simple wounds which require care- 
ful 
attention 
to 
prevent 
blood- 


poisoning with the possibility of a 
fatal effect. 


Every wound, no matter how 


slight, should have immediate atten- 
tion. 
It should be washed with 


clean water and soap to remove all 
dirt and foreign material. 


Then iodine of 2 per cent strength 


should be applied. 


If the skin is broken, a small 


dressing of clean gauze, held in 
place by adhesive plaster, should be 
applied. 


Blisters, cuts and bruises of the 


feet are very apt to become infected. 
The Irritation from the shoes in- 
creases the inflammation and the 
dye and the germ-laden dust from 
the sior.cings may be carried ante 
the wound. 


For this reason the greatest care 


must be exercised to keep these 
abraded surfaces covered and" free 
from the possibility of Infection. 
Once an infection starts It rapidly 
travels through the entire system. 
.If the redness around the wound 


begins to spread or if tenderness cr 
other signs of inflammation 
are 


present, consult your* family doctor 
at once.

A Grandmother. 


For Ma Ferguson is essentiall do- 


'meaticated. 
She is primarily 
z. 


mother and a wife; a grandmother, 
too, for the little son of her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. George Nalle of Austin, 
holds a very large place In her heart. 
She is not a politician. 
Indeed hei 


. Interest in politics arises largely 


from those other Interests. With 
children of her own, she wants the 
•well-being of other children. 
The 


perfecting of state schools is one of 
.the alms dearest to her. 


Ma Ferguson's "home" is about 


1,800 acres of land, as well as a build- 
ing to dwell in. 
The. building to 


dwell in is in Temple; the farm land 
Is in the adjoining country. 
There 


are eleven tenants who cultivate i;. 
Ma Ferguson knows and dearly loves 
every inch of it. 
She is something 


of an authority on every aspect of it. 
She can discuss the condition of the 
cotton crops with the farmers round- 
about as intelligently as any of them. 
She is very proud of the exceptional 
flock of chickens on the farm; and 
«he loves nothing better than to visit 
"the place on the hill" where they 
flourish, fifteen hundred strong. She 
likes to take a pan of feed, and^ 
.watch them skurry from bush and 
undergrowth at her call. She recog- 
nizes and delights in their good 
points with the skill of an expert. 


The Ferguson homestead is lo- 


•cated on Little River, in one of the 
most picturesque section of Bell 
county. It is made up of rolling 
country, with here and there a level 
field. It is black land, in the heart 
of the cotton country of the state. 


"Just Folks" With Everyone. 


Every acre of it; every knoll and 


every creek that runs thru it, all of 
it is familiar to Mrs. Ferguson. As 
she makes her frequent journeys 
lound, she stops at the various ten- 
ant farmers' houses to talk with the 
women of the place, discuss their 
problems with them, and what is 
•most striking in It all, she seems to 
know their major Interests with a 
thoroness that is surprising. There 
is none of the politician about her 
greetings. There is a simple sin- 


. cerity about her that unwaveringly 
hits the mark. In short she is "just* 
folke." 


And the whole family is like that. 


There is none of the aloofness thar. 
might perhaps be expected. 
The 


two daughters have been greatly in- 
terested In their mother's campaign, 
but it has not affected their sense 
of proportion. Miss Dorrance Fer- 
guson, who was her mother's "right- 
hand-man" during the 
campaign, 


worked very hard in the guberna- 
torial race. But the majority for her 
mother just "livened things up," aa 
she expresses it. 


There is a philosophy that Mrs. 


Ferguson cherishes which explains 
the simplicity surrounding her. 


"We're what we are," she says. 


"No pretentious or false affections 
can change us.

If a workman is injured on his way 


to or from the place of his employ- 
ment, he gets nothing under the 
state compensation law. 


This i the holding of Compensa- 


tion Commissioner L. B. Frye, who 
has held that travelling men injured 
away from home are entitled to com- 
pensation if they were in the line of 
their duty while away, 
for compensation is dismissed by 
Commissioner Frye.
